Three major purposes, from the smoking sM personality point of view, vould be (1) 
the obtaining of good, recorded, veibatla material that is generated vi^ the man 
discusses his smoking , ( 2 ) the obtaining of facts not aov in the record that are 
directly relevant to the hypotheses w© hava fonaulated about smoking, ( 3 ) deexm- 
stratlng the rellabillly of (a) l^je izuBtruments that have already shown relation¬ 
ships to sjscdclng and (b) the relationships themselves, when the instrument la not 
suspect but the trend existed fifteen years ago. 


Bhe op«a-€oded verbatim material vould be most useful in ewihUng us to estchliah 
the truth or falseness of our psychodynaaic theories about these beys' attitudes 
to smoking. There is no objective Instruaent that will tell us idiether ig 

unconsciously felt to be a sin, yet that la one of the conditions for hei^tened 
ability to quit or cut down, if one of our theories is conect. There is no ob¬ 
jective instrument that will tell vm whether aaoking is seen as a aorally neutral 
act that has value only as "okay behavior** in the peer group, yet that has been 
postulated to be the explanation for people idzo ewly end "plateau" at a ' r : 
relatively moderate smoking rate. Our Iheory, on indirect evidence, is that in- . 
dividual differences in tolerance for smoking have these aorta of paydiodyninilc .
